Treasures To GO from the Smithsonian American Art Museum 


GSWS friend Andy Skislak alerted your editor to a very fine exhibit, “American Impressionism”, which was at the 
Jane Voorhees Zimmerli Art Museum in New Brunswick from March 4—May 20. This gem of a show. which moves on 
to the Portland (Maine) Museum of Art, June 241-Oct.21, (many GSWSers go-Maine in the summer) and then to the 
Norton Muscum of Art in West Palm Beach. Florida Nov. 17, 2001 to Jan. 20, 2002 (and many of you are winter sun 
lovers), is only part of “Treasures to Go", the most extensive art tour ever. More than 500 of the Smithsonian 
American Art Museum’s finest artworks, organized as eight thematic exhibitions, will visit about 70 museums 
throughout the United State. For example, “Modernism & Abstraction” is presently at the Allentown Art Museum in 
Allentown, PA until June 17th but it will also he at the National Academy of Design in New York Feb. 6-April 7, 2002. 

“American Impressionism” was a joy of a show, featuring 51 paintings by our American Impressionists. Most of us 
are familiar with the likes of Mary Cassat and James McNeil Whistler, Childe Hassam, John Twachtman, and Maurice 
Prendergast. and there are certainly wonderful examples of each of their works. But | was particularly drawn to the 
light and serenity of such paintings as J.Alden Weir's “Upland Pasture” with its extremely high horizon, golden-hued 
grass, and skillfully placed meadow rocks, and Emil Carlsen’s “The South Strand” with a beautiful mass of cumulus 
clouds, a truly lyrical beached dory, and a very low horizon line. Once again you get the magic of Childe Hassam in his 
“The South Ledges. Appledore” with a woman, the cliffs, and the ocean. and the charm and color of his “Celia Phaxter 
in Her Garden” (on Appledore island, off the New Hampshire coast}. | could literally feel the saow in the air injJobn ~~~ 
Henry Twachtman’s “Round Hill Road” (in Connecticut) and the chill in Willard L. Metcalf's “Snow in the Foothills”. ~ 
As a watercolorist particularly drawn to “gardenscapes”, I was once again drawn to Maria Oakey Dewing’s knee-level 
view of her “Garden in May”. 

There were many lovely surprises in the show as well. since [ was not familiar with Robert Reid and his “The White 
Parasol” where the flowers in the graceful lady's arm are integrated expertly into the field of flowers behind her. What 
awesome lilies! 'd not seen Daniel Garber’s work before—his view of “Tohickon”, from a hillside above Tohickon 
Creek and gorge, near New Hope, was fascinating, with a complex composition and of course, the light and color of 
Impressionism. | must also mention Birge Harrison's “Winter Sunset” an icy gem of a painting, with the cool colors of 
ice floes contrasting with the rosy glow of sunset. The exhibit was so special that since the “catalog”, a handsome and 
informative book, was sold out, when | went 
down to the National Gallery of Art in 
Washington, D.C., | found the Smithsonian 
“American Impressionism” catalog/book 
there and bought it ($19.95). 

Two things are important to note and one 
is certainly that these “Treasures to Go” may 
be found in any place you may happen to visit 
and I'm sure any of the themed shows are 
well worth your time. Secondly, the Zimmerli 
Museum, right in New Brunswick, is superb, 
with many wonderful works in their 
permanent collections. On the corner of .< . “4 , 
George & Ilamilton Sireeis, there is limited : : 
parking in some lots, as well as metered 
street parking, not too difficult to find, now 
that Rutgers U. is not quite as busy with all its 
students. The museum is open Tues— Fri, 
10am -4:30pm and weekends noon-5, 
admission $3. but free on the first Sunday of 
every month. Only a bit smaller than the 
Whitney Museum in New York. 1 believe 
Rutgers University’s Zimmerli is the third 
largest university museum in the country and 
il is certainly a “Destination Treat”. As well as 
their permanent collections, right now the 
“¥ncommon Vision of Sergei Konenkov 
(1874-1971) is on through Sept. 30 and “A 
World of Story” is on through July 31st, as is 
“New Acquisitions from Central Asia”.
